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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification is objected to because there are no details in the specification and 
drawings to depict the structural features of applicant's invention. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the structure as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for 
a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. 
MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or 
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"New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 


Claim Objections 

Claims 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: Appropriate 
correction is required. 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

In this case, the applicant failed to number the claim presented in the orginal 
application. The original claim has therefore been renumbered as claim 1 under 37 
C.F.R. 1.126 and has further been canceled based on newly presented claim filed on 
07/06/2004. According that claim has been renumbered as claim 2 under 37 C.F.R. 
1.126. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 2 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over (Castaldo 
'134 or '935 orWeigert or Guerrieri '162 or 808). (Castaldo '134 or '935 or Weigert or 
Guerrieri '162 or '808) discloses the claimed invention except for the teaching that the 
battery power source comprises AAA batteries. ). (Castaldo '1 34 or *935 or Weigert or 
Guerrieri '162 or '808) discloses a light circuit with the express purpose to illuminate 
inside a handbag comprising wires connecting all components together. A battery 
holder with an ON/OFF switch is provided for current to flow to the circuit. A small flat 
lamp light bulb uses the AAA battery source. A flat plastic cover is positioned over the 
light bulb to protect it against damage. The device further includes a normally closed 
open- Reed Switch magnet whereby current can flow unobstructed when not in contact 
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with another magnet (which is expressly needed for handbags using a zipper and 
magnet closing mechanism). It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made to substitute a AAA battery for the batteries of (Castaldo 
'134 or '935 or Weigert or Guerrieri '162 or '808) since the examiner takes official notice 
that AAA batteries are known to be used to efficiently power flashlights and no 
advantage or unexpected result would be obtained in substituting one battery source for 
another.
